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Response to an After Final Amendment 

Applicant's arguments filed 10/30/2006 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. 

Applicant asserts (pg 2) that the claimed mixtures disposed in the granulated 
particle gaps is not disclosed or suggest by the new Sato '514 reference or any other 
reference of record. 

It is unclear how the combination of prior art does not disclose the granulated 
particle mixture disposed in the particle gaps. The Examiner notes that adding Sato's 
binder (granulation agent) to the combination of Tsutsumi's active material and Dansui's 
thin film of nickel hydroxide powder (high-electron conductive material) necessarily 
dispose Sato's binder in the particle gaps. See fig 1 b of Sato. 

Applicant asserts unexpected results by having the claimed mixture disposed 
between the granulated particle gaps on pg 11 to pg 12 of the specification. 

The Applicant has not provided any explanation or experimental results to prove 
unexpected results. Applicant's arguments fail to comply with 37 CFR 1.111(b) because 
they amount to a general allegation that the claims define a patentable invention without 
specifically pointing what the unexpected results are. 

Applicants provide additional advantages of the present invention. 
However, findings of an additional advantage associated with doing what the 
prior art suggests does not lend patentability to an otherwise unpatentable invention. 
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See In re Linter, 458, F.2d 1013, 173 USPQ 560 (CCPA 1972) and In re Dillon, 919 
F.2d 688, 16 USPQ2d 1897 (Fed. Cir. 1990). See MPEP 2145. 

In response to applicant's argument that his invention has the following 
advantages: simplifying equipment, enabling an enlargement of scale, recovering and 
replacing degraded active material particles and catalysts, installing heat transfer 
surfaces within the battery and increasing an energy density, the fact that applicant has 
recognized another advantage which would flow naturally from the following the 
suggestion of the prior art cannot be the basis for patentability when the differences 
would otherwise be obvious. See Ex parte Obiaya, 227 USPQ 58, 60 (Bd. Pat. App. & 
Inter. 1985). 

Applicant asserts hindsight reasoning. 

In response to applicant's argument that the examiner's conclusion of 
obviousness is based upon improper hindsight reasoning, it must be recognized that 
any judgment on obviousness is in a sense necessarily a reconstruction based upon 
hindsight reasoning. But so long as it takes into account only knowledge which was 
within the level of ordinary skill at the time the claimed invention was made, and does 
not include knowledge gleaned only from the applicant's disclosure, such a 
reconstruction is proper. See In re McLaughlin, 443 F.2d 1392, 170 USPQ 209 (CCPA 
1971). 
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
